The word from Washington, 
and one who knows what goes 
on in the Cabinet meetings, is 
that the vice president has sup- 
plied much of the hard work 
that has been done to retrieve 
the situation. 

The people of the United States 
have never cared much for 
traitors. Political history is re- 
plete with stories of men who, 
putting their own ambitions and 
position ahead of their party, 
have opposed it while it was in 
power and responsible for the 
administration of government. 
These are not happy stories. 
Rarely has this sort of ex- 
pediency paid more than a tem- 
porary return. It will be inter- 
esting to see what the judgment 
of history and of politics is on 
those Republicans who, in a 
time of crisis, opposed their 
party in power in an effort to 
take advantage of party diffic- 
wty.

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Gilliam Police Plan 
Should Be Adopted- 


Ed A. Gilliam, chairman of Atlanta's 
aldermanic police committee, today will 
offer a resolution asking that the Institute 
of Public Administration of New York 
City be empowered to make an over-all 
study of all phases of the city’s police 
operations with recommendations for 1m- 
provements. 

The idea is an excellent one and we 
urge its adoption. 

Mr. Gilliam properly compares this 
study to the Ivey school report which has 
been of such value to the city, and to the 
recent Buehler report on the city’s finan- 
cial needs. Mr. Gilliam is correct in sav- 
ing the work must be done by an outside 
independent agency so that local politics 
may be excluded. 

The study is perhaps overdue. At 
present some seven police officers out of 
about 700 have been indicted by federal 
and county grand juries on charges of lot- 
tery involvement. There has been, and is, 
no general breakdown. of law enforce- 
ment. But department morale under- 
standably is low and rumor, feeding on 
rumor, adds to public doubt. A thorough 
survey of procedures, training and pres- 
ent conditions will be a healthy thing. 


Indeed, the proposal ha’ support from 
perhaps the highest police authority in 
the land, J. Edgar Hoover, director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. In a 
story released Sunday by the Associated 
Press, Mr. Hoover said the nation’s police 
departments are undermanned because 
policemen are underpaid and added that 
this meager police scale is seriously hin- 
dering recruitment and retention of in- 
telligent career officers. Crime mounts, 
he said, but law enforcement in the 
United States does not have enough money 
for salaries, adequate training and essen- 
tial functioning. 


By all means let Atlanta proceed with 
the study proposed by Mr. Gilliam.

Arms Budget Cuts Need 


Closer Look in Senate 


In the face of strong protests from the 
White House and from Secretary of De- 
fense Wilson, the House of Representa- 
tives has carved $2,565,275,000 from the 
proposed defense budget. 

Admittedly the cuts will trim one 
division from Army strength and result 
in cutbacks in the missile and anti-mis- 
sile program. It already is being reflected 
in cutbacks in the planned force of in- 
tercontinental jet bombers, about which 
Pentagon officials were called on the car- 
pet by Congress. 

Sen. Russell, chairman of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, has promised 
that he will do his utmost to reverse any 
House cuts that “will impair our defense 
posture in the slightest degree.” The 
Georgia senator, who is thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the problem, can be counted 
on to do just that. 

Whether or not the cuts are justified 
or are a part of the congressional econ- 
omy wave regardless of national security 
still must be determined. Doubtless some 
economies are possible but to reduce the 
country’s defensive and offensive poten- 
tial at a time when the Russians still boast 
of their growing strength is taking a 
grave risk. 

Admittedly defense costs are high and 
cannot be expected to become much 
cheaper as long as the present threat 
exists. Security cannot be had with pea- 
nuts, as Secretary Wilson keeps saying. 
Until real disarmament is achieved, it is 
going to cost us heavily merely to stay 
abreast of the Russians. 

Georgia's Rep. Vinson is to be com- 
mended for his strong stand against one 
ill-advised proposal to eliminate the 
s@parate services and to set up a single 
chief of staff. Warning that this would 
mean disaster, Rep. Vinson said: 

“Were we to merge our four serv- 
ices under one single staff system; were 
we to adopt one uniform—we would be 
creating a military monstrosity that 
would be-an open invitation to disaster.” 

The Senate should take a long and 
careful look at these House cuts in the 
armed forces. They may be feasible but 
if they mean taking risks with the nation’s 
ability to defend itself they are foolish 
indeed.

Connecticut Urbanites 


Can Look to Georgia 


Georgia's urban centers may console 
themselves a bit with knowledge they are 
not the only cities in the country getting 
@ raw deal in legislative representation. 

While those in this state get the worst 
deal of all, urban dwellers in many other 
states have cause for complaint. - 


In Connecticut, for instance, the six 
eities with over 80,000 population have 
eek 


only 4 per cent of the representation and 
37 per cent of the state's people. 


Townships under 5,000 population hold 
51 per cent of the state's total repre- 
sentation in the 279-man Legislature. 
These towns, however, have only 10 per 
cent of the total population. The remain- 
ing representation becomes progressively 
less for towns on up the scale. 


Connecticut’s General Assembly has 
been considering a revision of the present 
apportionment but the measure merely 
would make worse the present inequities. 


In a state where a county with more 
than half-a-million people has only four 
representatives while counties with as few 
as 3.000 have two, urban dwellers in 
Georgia fully understand the Connecticut 
situation. 


But then this New England state still 
does not have to contend with a vicious 
county unit system which tends to dis- 
franchise hundreds of thousands of its 
citizens. The lack of representation is bad 
but for proof things could be worse, let 
the citizens of Connecticut look to 
Georgia.

Social Security Claims 


Reflect Farm Changes 


It used to be said that no one ever 
saw a dead mule or a retired farmer. 

But old axioms, like old ways, find the 
going rough in this world of accelerated 
change. The Social Security Administra- 
tion reports itself deluged with self- 
employed farmers who seek to “retire” 
on security benefits. 


The rate of retirement is a whopping 
four-times the estimate made in 1954 
when the law was broadened to include 
farmers. The first claims could not be 
made until 1956, since farmers had to 


show net earnings of at least $400 in 
1955. 


This year 400,000 claims have been 
filed by farmers ready to retire or widows 
who recently qualified, asking survivors’ 
benefits for themselves and children un- 
der 18 years of age. 


In 1954 there were 786,000 farmers, 
65 or older, with others coming into 
the 65-age group at the rate of about 
100,000 per year. 


One of the more practical reasons 
for the boom in retirement claims is the 
figures showing that for many farmers 
today their occupation is a starvation one. 
Twenty-six per cent of the farmers mak- 
ing less than $1,000 per year were in the 
65-age group. Only 11 per cent of those 
making $3,000 or more had reached 65. 

Then, too, the act covers the “city 
farmers,” a phrase which describes those 
who own farms and operate them with 
tenants or hired help to whom they give 
supervision. Many of these had employ- 
ment benefits piled up and could retire, 
turning over their farms to theif children 
or selling them. This policy—turning the 
land over to sons or putting them on the 
market—is a common one. But, of course, 
not too many sons are interested in a 
farm. 

The truth is the small farm with its 
mule and hand labor is too small to 
make mechanization profitable. There are 
an estimated one million too many farms 
in the nation. Of these about two-thirds 
are in the Southeast. This region has al- 
wavs had most of the farms, because they 
had more small units. Children on such 
farms want to leave them for good and 
valid reasons. 


The soil bank already is depleting 
populations in the purely row-crop re- 
gions. Farmers are putting their worst 
land in “the bank,” tenants, who never 
lived too well anyhow, are of necessity 
moving off to the nearest job oppor- 
tunities. >. 

Change goes on. And nowhere does it 
move with greater speed than in agricul- 
ture. With 400,000 farmers applying for 
retirement this year, which is not yet half 
gone, it would appear the number of 
farms soon will be sharply reduced.

Income-tax law study apparently is a 
most tedious process in Georgia. Costly, 
too. ; 

The 1956 LegisJature created an In- 
come Tax Law Study Committee. It’s 
work was not completed so the 1957 Leg- 
islature recreated the committee. The 
end still is not in sight. 


Revenue Commissioner T. V. Williams, 
under whose supervision the study is en- 
trusted, is quoted as expressing doubt it 
will be finished in time for recommenda- 
tions to the 1958 Legislature next January. 


Meanwhile, costs of the study are 


mounting. A principal clerk is listed as 


having received $2,713. Two assistant at- 
torney generals are receiving’ $333 a 
month above their regular salaries. A 
Washington tax expert has been employed 
on a guarantee of 18 months work at 
$12,000 a year.

Dodging embroilment in John Foster Dulles’ latest foot-in-the-mouth 


episode, on the meaning of a free press, 


President Eisenhower ex- 


plained that he did not wish to engage in a ‘philosophical discussion.” 
That seems to belittle the subject as being of no great moment and no 


current, practical importance. 

Such an attitude would mark the 
President as being on a par of 
fuzzy mindedness with his secre- 
tary of state on something actu- 
ally basic and vital. 

For the astonishing Dulles doc- 
trine is that the First Amendment 
means no more than freedom to 
publish whatever news the press is 
permitted to obtain and does ‘‘not 
reiate to the gathering of news!”’ 
And he invokes the doctrine specifi- 
cally in support of his depart- 
ment’s assertion of power to tell 
American newsmen (by extension, 
any Americans) which foreign 
countries they may afd may not 
visit. 

This is no small matter to be 
brushed aside airily by a wave of 
the presidential hand. For if it 
were to go unchallenged as a prin- 
ciple of government, the people's 
right to know would be a nullity 


and a mockery. Obviously, he who 


controlled vital sources of news 
or had power to curtain them off 
would leave no meaning in the 
meré right to publish.

Submitting to it would false- 
ly concede that freedom of travel 
for American citizens does not ex- 
ist. Furthermore, in Communist 
minds, such newsmen would be

Dorothy Thompson has suc- 
cinctly summarized this determi- 
nation of Dulles to thwart all citi- 
zens who might wish to learn for 
themselves about a vast and sig- 
nificant portion of the world. The 
State Department, she wrote, “is 
making America appear like a na- 
tion afraid of contamination by
